With 1,400. Chinese emigrants 
aboard, boune for the Stralts Set- 
tlements, the Dutch steamer Tji- 
liboct, ‘belonging to the Java- 
China-Japan-Line, went ashore 
Inst, night on the north-east point 
of Ling Ting Island,. which is 
about 15 miles south of Hongkong. 

The s.s. Tjileboet, which came 
into Hongkong yesterday morning 
from Swatow with about 1,100 
deck passengers, on board, bound 
for the Deli plantations, remained 
in port yesterday and embarked 
nearly 300 “additional coolies, 
clearing the port at six o'clock 
last: evening. There were also 
three European passengers 


here. The vessel was. carrying 
practically no: enrgo, 
Warships Go Out. 

The first news of anything being 
amiss was received here ‘at about 
9.45 p.m., a wireless message then 
being received from the vessel to 
the effect that she had gone 
aground. On receipt of the news, 


the Naval authorities despatched 
H. M. S. Frobisher to the scene and 


she was later followed by another 
cruiser and a destroyer, At about 
midnight, the tug “Henry Keswick” 
of the Hongkong. and Whampoa 
Dock, also went to render assist- 
anee.’ The s.8, Tjikarang, of the 
J.C.I.L, line, which came into port 
this morning, left at about 8:a.m, 


to render what further assistance 
might be needed, , f 


Holds Flooded, 


At the time of writing we learn

The Chinese Government poinis 
out that by agreement the said 
advances were to be treated aa a 
separate account.

CHINESE CHAMBER. 


SEVERAL MATTERS , 
DISCUSSED YESTERDAY. 


The Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce held its montély meet- 
ing yesterday. There was a good 
attendance of Chinese business 
men.. Mr. Li Yau-chuen took the 
chair. 


‘Owing to the fact that the Cham- 
ber had not met for two months, 
there was an unusually heavy num- 
ber of letters from business firms 
to be read before the meeting, 

An interesting letter was receiv 
ed from Mr, Tse Ngan-ming, who 
sugested that the Chamber should 
eanyasa'for more members. This 
tion was however not adopt. 
Mr. Uo Kwong pointing out that 
those who saw the value of be: 
coming members would no doubt 
do so without boing asked. 


The Case ot Fokis, 


The letter farther suggested that 
Chinese fokis should not be dis- 
missed onthe second day of the 
first moon as is usnally done with 
firms intending to, reduce their 
staff. Every firm “should » employ 
their fokis at loqst up to the end 
of the first moon if their services 
were not required after the new 
year, and:a month's extra salary 


should be given at the end that’ 


time. It also saegested that fokis 
who have been diligent and hard 
working should have their salaries 
inereased, Further, ‘begihners 
should not be dismissed on their 
first offence. 

The letter was discussed, and 
while everybody agreed to paying 
the extra month's wages In Neu 
of notice, no one scemed to agree 
with the keeping of a. foki up to 
the end of the first moon, if his 
services were not required for the 
coming year, The sugeestions as 
regards inereases and the dis- 
missing of juniors were left over 
until a later date,
